MUNOIB, lad., Jan. 10.—The State 
Assembly of Knights of Labor has been 
holding an interesting meeting in this 
city, which has been in session since 
Tuesday.

more revenue than is necessary to defray 
expenses; the enforcement of the eight 
hour law; the election of president by 
popular vote; the election of United 
States senators by direct vote; the free 
coinage of silver; opposition to foreign 
capitalists having the right to hold 
realty in America, etc.

A Bm>st of Water £utombs Men 
Working in an Excavation and 
a Horrible »eatli Scene 
Follows. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 10.—Eighteen 
men working in the caisson used in t h d j 
excavation of a foundation for the pier 
of the new bridge across the Ohio river, 
between this city and Jeffersonville, 
were caught last evening, by a sudden 
burst of water, caused, it is thought, by 
a too rapid excavation, and are believed 
to have been drowned. 
Engines and 
workmen have been at work all night 
trying to pump out the water, repair 
the break and extricate the men, but 
thus far without success. 


LATER. 


At 12;20 o'clock this morning the 
bodies of three of the unfortunate vic- 
tims were recovered by the workmen. 
The 'positions showed that a desperate 
struggle had taken place at the narrow 
door to escape. 
One negro had suc- 
ceeded in pulling his body through the 
aperture, but death had overtaken him 
just when life was promised. 


Another negro had partially crawled 
through. His hands were fastened by 
death in the clothing of the negro in 
front of him, showing that he had died 
in a desperate struggle to escape first. 
Between the two negroes was a white 
man. It appeared from his position 
that he was endeavoring to push back 
some one who was clinging to his legs. 
The bodies of three negroes were recov- 
ered, but not identified. 


The sand accumulating at the door by 
the sudden sinking of the caisson had 
wedged in the body of a white man in 
such a manner that it could not be re- 
moved at once. At 12:30 work was dis- 
continued in order to allow the workmen 
to rest and refresh themselves. Later a 
fresh force was put on duty and the 
work renewed. Abe Taylor, one of the 
negro laborers, who survived the terri- 
ble catastrophe, was found at his home 
on Preston street, by a reporter. He 
had not entirely recovered from the 
fright incident to his late experience, 
and his voice trembled as he told what 
happened at the bottom of the river. 


Further investigation shows that two 
more men lost their lives,^ Hamilton 
Morris and Lewis Cox, making the total 
sixteen.

PITTSBUBG, Pa., Jan. 10.—An explo- 
sion of unusually severity occurred at 
12 o'clock to-day at Carnegie's Lucy 
furnace, near Sharpsburg. 


Furnaces Nos, 1 and 2 have been out 
of blast several days, undergoing re- 
pairs. They were fired up at 5 o'clock 
this morning. At noon furnace No. 1 
fell in. So far as is known at this writ- 
ing, Michael Welch, whose family re- 
sides on Forty-eight street, was the only 
man killed outright. He was burned to 
a crisp. The coroner reports that five 
of the injured were fatally burned and a 
number seriously.

BIG CASE SETTIED! 


The I^ecision in the Famous Case of 
Bass et. al., vs* the City Affirmed 
in the {Supreme Court. 


PRICE TWO CENTS 


Judge Elliott in the supreme court 
yesterday affirmed the case of John 
Bass et. al. vs. the city of Fort Wayne 
on an appeal from the Allen circuit 
court, thereby sustaining the ruling of 
Judge Edward O'Rourke. 


This action was for an injunction 
prayed for by Bass et. al., to restrain 
the city from taking water for water 
works purposes from what is known as 
the "BudisiU pool" in the St. Joe 
river. 


Bass et al. claimed the law was un- 
constitutional because it allowed the 
council to appoint a jury to assess the 
damages. Second, because the Budisill 
pool was an artificial provision made for 
water and was excepted from the stat- 
utes by condemnation, and because the 
proceedings were technically defective. 


The supreme court in affirming the 
decision of the lower court held that the 
regularity of the proceedings could not 
be attacked collaterally. 
They held 
that the appraisement of damages by 
the commissioners was a constitutional 
act inasmuch as the appellants "had the 
right of appeal to court. 


And last but most important they held 
that "the city by taking water from the 
pond did not condemn 'any artificial 
provision made for water,' as prohibited 
by the statute." 


And they also held inferentially that 
the council in seeking a water supply 
may go to rivers at any point for such a 
purpose. 


The case was a most important one. 
It was argued iu the supreme court by 
Judge B. S. Taylor for the appellants 
and City Attorney Henry Colerick for 
the city.

Bead Bowager Empress. 


MADRID, Jan. 10.—^The king suffered 
from another cordiac attack during the 
night but later there was a slight im- 
provement in his condition.

more doctors were summoned last night 
for consultation with the household 
physician. 
Prince Minister Sagasta 
was present at the consultation. 


The doctors decided to increase the 
quantity of the king's food.

He spoke a few words to his mother. 
Though the latest reports from the sick 
chamber are more favorable, yet the 
king is still in a precarious condition. 


Special measures have been adopted 
by the government to prevent a cmp d' 
etat in the event of the king's death. 


BERLIN, Jan. 10.—The remains of the 
late Dowager Empress Augusta are ly- 
ing in state in the Schloss chapel. The 
doors have been thrown open to the 
public, and thousands are embracing 
the opportunity afforded to take a last 
look at aU that is mortal of the deceased 
empress. The wül of the empress is 
made public to-day. By the provisions 
contained therein, the palaces in Berlin 
and Babsbourg are bequeathed to her 
grandson, the present Empörer Wil- 
liam. To her daughter she bequeaths 
4,000,000 marks. 
Numerous legacies 
are left to her servants and charitable 
and religious societies. 


The Empörer William met the Em- 
press Frederick on her arrival. All the 
members of the family prayed together 
around the coffin. 


The Tagblatt Zanzibar dispatch says 
it is feared that Lieutenant Gravenueb 
and two other officers of Captain Wiss- 
man's command have been capt^ed by 
the tribe of Banaberri. They were pur- 
suing the natives into the interior after 
having defeated Busheri.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Jan. 10.—The 
killing of Dock Bell, a prominent citi- 
zen of Hefiin, Ala., Wednesday night by 
Sam C. Creamer, the marshal of the 
town, turns out to have been a very sen- 
sational affair. It was a duel to the 
death in the street. 


There was bad blood between them 
for a long time on account of a family 
affair, the men being related by mar- 
riage. Wednesday night they met face 
to face in the street for the first time for 
several months. 


"Guess we will settle our little affair 
now," said Bell. 
Stepping back and 
drawing a pistol he fired and Creamer 
fell to the ground, shot through the 
shoulder. Bell continued to shoot and 
Creamer, raising himself on his elbow, 
drew his pistol and shot Bell four times, 
every ball passing through his body, 
killing him almost instantly.

2,415. 
Of these cases 35,340 have been 
placed upon "the list of ''completed files" 
for immediate consideration, and the 
entire adjudicating force of the bureau 
will devote five days in each week to 
the consideration of these completed 
cases until the entire list is disposed of.

Kelley was bom in Philadelphia, April 
12, 1814; received a thorough English 
education; was proof reader in a printing 
office, and afterward an apprentice in a 
jewelry establishment; removed to Bos- 
ton, where he worked five years as a 
journeyman jeweler; practiced law, de- 
voting himseK also to literary pursuits; 
was twice prosecuting attorney for the 
city and county of Philadelphia, and for 
years judge of the court of common fdeas 
of Philadelphia; was a delegate to the re- 
publican national convention at Chicago 
in 1860; was elected to the thirty-seventh 
thirty-eighth, 
thirty-ninth, 
fortieth, 
forty- first, forty- second, 
forty-third, 
forty-fourth, 
forty-fifth, 
forty-sixth, 
forty- seventn, forty-eighth, and forty- 
ninth, congresses, and was re>elected to 
the fiftieth congress as a republican, 
receiving 15,391 votes against 
13,882 
votes for Laverty, Democrat.

CHRIST*» CRVCIFFKlOSi. 


Rev. Dr. Hirsh, an Eminent Jewish 
Divine, JDelivers a liecture on the 
»nbject in This City. 
^ 


"What 
Part Had the Jews i n the 
Crucifixion of Christ?" was the theme 
of the lecture delivered last evening at 
the Hebrew Temple by Eev. Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsh, of Chicago. 


The speaker was the rabbi of a large 
and flourishing Jewish congregation in 
Chicago, a man eminent for his abili- 
ties and learning, and considered one of 
the brightest minds in the Jewish faith. 


He had been brought here by Babbi 
Guttmacher to deliver the third lecture 
in the pppular course that he is fur- 
nishing our citizens with this winter, 
and as he introduced the distinguished 
divine, and the latter arose to commence 
his lecture, he faced an audience that 
was indeed a compliment to the speak- 
er. It was a large and cultured one, 
composed of Hebrews and Christians 
alike, whO; listened with interest to the 
lecture until its close. 


After a brief introductory, in which 
he spoke of the conflict that is going on 
in this world continually between light 
and darkness, he said that in nothing 
was there more'error than in that which 
clings around the story of the cross. He 
did not think he could change the 
formed opinions of his hearers on that 
subject, for they had been taught it 
from infancy and it was a part of their 
religion. 
Neither did he come to abuse 
the religion of the followers of the 
Nazarene. 
Christianity was a power in 
the world and it was doing a work in 
the elevation of its followers, the bene- 
fits of which could not be told by words, 
but that there was error on it when it 
taught that the Jews were responsible 
for the execution of Jesus he did not for 
a moment doubt. 


The account of this brutal punishment 
of their Messiah comes to them from the 
New Testament and is told in the four 
Gospels of Matthew, Mark, 
Luke and 
John. 
These epistles, the speaker be- 
lieved, had never been written by the 
persons to whom they were credited. 
They were penned a century after the 
happening of the events which they nar- 
rated. 
The story of the life and doings 
of Jesus had been told from lip to lip, 
and from generation to generation, un- 
til they had come down to those who 
narrated them in the Gospels, clothed 
with all the legends and exaggerations 
of those early times, and it was not 
strange that they became stories whose 
authenticity the people readily believed. 


Accepting, however, for the sake of 
argument, the four gospels the ques- 
tion, nevertheless, presses itself home to 
the mind of the thinking man, "What 
motive had the Jews in ciucifying 
Christ?" 
"What interest would His 
removal be to them?" The Jews were 
under the Koman yoke. 
They were 
looking for a deliverer, and if Christ 
came as the promised Messiah, His 
death would not benefit them. He 
taught but little new and but little that 
was opposed to the Jewish religion. The 
sermon on the mount, the golden rule, 
the Lord's prayer were a part and parcel 
of their faith and had been taught in 
their synagogues, almost word for word, 
for centuries. 


The new leader was no doubt a won- 
derful man. 
He was brilliant and elo- 
quent and could sway the multitudes, 
and may have been led, by the praises 
and admiration of the people, to listen 
to their entreaties and go to Jerusalem 
and be proclaimed "King of the Jews." 
He went. He was received on the 
streets with ovations. 
Who was to 
be harmed by His coming ? 
Not the 
Jews. 
He had done nothing to hurt 
them. 
The truths He taught were the 
same they had believed for centuries. 
No, it was the Bomans who feared this 
new idol of the people. 
To .them His 
coming to Jerusalem meant the wrest- 
ing of a power from their hands. If 
Jesus was proclaimed king, the Boman 
power was gone, and for this reason He 
was arrested, tried and executed. It 
was the Bomans who did this, not the 
Jews. 
Would they receive Him with 
shouts, with hosannahs and with rejoic- 
ing, and then six days after nail Him 
to a cross and crucify Him ? 
Oh,' no ! 
This is unreasonable and bears the 
stamp of error on its face. It was the 
Bomans who did this deed and not the 
Jews, who could in no wise be benefitted 
by His death. 


The speaker then took up history, 
and showed by it that the form of the 
trial of Christ, and His manner of pun- 
ishment were not the methods used by 
the Jews. 
They were Boman methods 
entirely, and even if other arguments 
were lacking, to his mind, the cruci- 
fixion of Christ could not be laid at the 
door of the Jews. 
He advanced many 
other arguments in proof of his position 
and, in the course of his lecture, sought 
to prove that this early Christian leader, 
remarkable as He was, was not a divine 
personage. 


The miracles and wonderful works 
which were attributed to Him by the 
four gospels were but myths, legends 
handed down from gisneration to gener 
ation and exaggerated as they went 
from lip to lip. 


All that was ever done in the way of 
miracles by Christ were but exaggerated 
imitations of what had been done by 
Moses and other Bible leaders oentnries 


before. 
The speaker did not accept 
these Old Testament tniracles as proven, 
neither could he accept the miracles of 
the New Testament. 
They 
were 
legends—^nothing else—and could not 
be true. 


Dr. Hirsh closed with an eloquent 
plea, in which he sought to remove from 
the minds of his hearers the thought 
that this foul crime could be laid to 
even the ancestors of his people in those 
early times. 


For fifteen hundred years they had 
borne the stigma. 
They had been the 
by-words and derision of the world, 
scoffed at and denounced and persecuted 
and crucified, all because their ancestors 
were supposed to be the authors of a 
horrible crime. It was unjust. 
Even 
if true, why should the innocent de- 
scendants of this abused people be de- 
nounced and crucified for an act com. 
nutted 1877 years ago, and in which they 
had no part at all?

Here is hope for the aspiring young 
raiboad man! Calvin S. Brioe, the 
young millionaire and railroa.l Napo- 
leon, has just been named as the next 
United 
States senator from 
Ohio. 
Frank G. Carpenter, a Washington cor- 
respondent, draws the following picture 
of his career: "He cuts a different fig- 
ure now than he did when 1 knew him 
there nine years ago. He was building 
the Ohio Central railroad, out of which 
he got his start in 1880, and he used to 
come around the Ohio state capitol with 
his pants in his boots, a rustic coat 
spattered with mud and a slouch hat 
pulled over his steel blue eyes. 
He 
worked with a will, and came up to Co- 
lumbus to scheme for millions with 
Charlie Foster, who was then governor. 
Ex-Congressman Laminson, of Lima, 
who has long been one of Brice's right 
hand men, tells me that Brice lost in 
the first instance on the Ohio Central, 
and when it was done he owed Charlie 
Foster $115,000. 


"Foster and he had been engaged in 
railroad building before and Brice had 
cleared 860,000 out of the strip which 
runs from Fremont to Lima. 
He had 
put this into the Ohio Central with Fos- 
ter, and he had lost this ag well as the 
amount above mentioned. Foster, how- 
ever, had confidence in him, and the 
result of the plottings was that they ran 
a branch from the Ohio Central into the 
great coal fields of the Sunday Creek 
valley. This branch paid so well that 
Brice was able to pay Foster the $115, 
000 he owed him and to have $135,000 
left. It was after this that he origi- 
nated the Nickel Plate scheme, pushed 
it through and made, in connection 
with several others, about $13,000,000 
out of it. Since then he has continued 
his railroad speculations, has lost some 
money and made more. 
He moved 
long ago from Ohio to New York, and 
he now owns a house there which cost 
him $250,000. He is worth at least $5,- 
000,000, and is, I am told, getting richer 
every year. 
All of his prosperity has 
come within the past ten years, and a 
decade ago he was a red-whiskered, 
blue-eyed young lawyer of thirty odd 
years on the ragged edge of a country 
practice."

The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
has begun its fight with the Baltimore 
and Ohio road for a share in the railroad 
development of West Virginia. Con- 
tracts were let this week for the con- 
struction of the Marsden railroad, from 
from Rowlesburg, W. Va., to Union- 
town, Pa., work to be commenced with- 
in sixty days. The road, as located, 
will pass through the richest mineral 
sections of West Virginia, and almost 
its entire length will parallel the Balti- 
more and Ohio road now being con- 
structed up the Monongahela river.

tion show that the shippers and con- 
signees are disposed to give the scheme 
a fair trial, and the agents, in turn, are 
disposed to treat the shippers and con- 
signees with as much leniency as the 
rules of the association will admit of.

BIG CASEJETTLKD! 


The Decision in the Famous Case of 


Ba«s et. al., vs- the City Affirmed 


In the Supreme Court. 


Judge Elliott in the supremo court 


yesterday affirmed the case of John 
Bass et. al. vs. the city of Fort Wayne 
on an appeal from the Allen circuit 
court, thereby sustaining tho ruling of 
Judge Edward O'Kourke. 


This action was for an injunction 


prayed for by Bass et. al., to restrain 
the city from taking water for water 
works purposes from what is known as 
the "Rudisill pool" in the St. Joe 
river. 


Bass et al. claimed the law was un- 


constitutional because it allowed the 
council to appoint a jury to assess the 
damages. Second, because the Rudisill 
pool was an artificial provision made for 
water and was excepted from the stat- 
utes by condemnation, and because the 
proceedings were technically defective. 


The supreme court in affirming the 


decision of the lower court held that the 
regularity of the proceedings could not 
bo attacked collaterally. 
They held 


that tho appraisement of damages by 
the commissioner., was a constitutional 
act inasmuch as the appellants "had tho 
right of appeal to court. 


And last but most important they held 


that "the city by taking water from the 
pond did not condemn 'any artificial 
provision made for water,' as prohibited 
by the statute." 


And they also held inferentially that 


the council in seeking a water supply 
may go to rivers at any point for euch a 
purpose. 


The case was a nv>st important one. 


It was argued iu the supremo court by 
Judge E. S. Taylor for the appellants 
and City Attorney Henry Colerick for 
the city.

tU'v. Hi: ilirtli. an KmiutMit Jewish 


Oiviiit-. l>rli\ci-» u Lecture ou the 


Siilijt-ct in Tiiis City. 


"What Part Hud the Jews in the 


Cnir.tkion of Cliribtr" was the theme 
of the lecture delivered last evening at 
tin- Hebrew Temple by Rev. Dr. Emil 
G. Hir->h, of Chicago. 


The speaker was the rabbi of a largo 


and flourishing Jewish congregation in 
Chicago, a man eminent for his abili- 
ties aud le.'.ruiug, aud considered one of 
the brightest minds in the Jewish faith. 


Ho had been brought here by R-ibbi 


Guttmuclier to deliver the third lecture 
in the popular course that he is fur- 
nishing our citizens with this winter, 
aud as he introduced the distinguished 
dhine, aud the latter arose to commence 
liia lecture, ho faced an audience that 
was indeed a compliment to the speak- 
er. It w«s a large aud cultured one, 
composed of Hebrews aud Christians 
alike, who listened with interest to the 
lecture until its close. 


After a brief introductory, in which 


he spoke of the conflict that is going on 
in this world continually between light 
aud darkness, he said that in nothing 
was there more error than in that which 
clings around the story of the cross. He 
did not think he could change the 
formed opinions of his hearers on that 
subject, for they had been taught it 
from infancy and it was a part of their 
religion. Neither did he come to abuse 
the religion of the followers of the 
Nazarene. Christianity was a power in 
the world and it was doing a work in 
the elevation of its followers, the bene- 
fits of which could not be told by words, 
but that there was error on it when it 
taught that the Jews were responsible 
for the execution of Jesus he did not for 
a moment doubt. 


The account of this brutal punishment 


of their Messiah comes to them from the 
Xew Testament and is told in the four 
Gospels of Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John. These epistles, the speaker be- 
lieved, had never been written by the 
persons to whom they were credited. 
They were penned a century after the 
happening of the events which they nar- 
rated. The story of the life aud doings 
of Jesus had been told from lip to lip, 
and from generation to generation, un- 
til they had come down to those who 
narrated them in the Gospels, clothed 
with all the legends and exaggerations 
of those early times, and it was not 
strange that they became stories whose 
authenticity the people readily believed. 


Accepting, however, for the sake of 


argument, tLe four gospels the ques- 
tion, nevertheless, presses itself home to 
the mind of the thinking man, "What 
motive had the 
Jews in cincifyiug 


Christ.'" 
"What interest would His 


removal be to them?" The Jews were 
under the Roman yoke. They were 
looking for a deliverei, and if Christ 
came as the promised Messiah, Hi? 
death would not benefit them. 
He 


taught but little now and but little that 
was opposed to the Jewish religion. The 
sermon on the mount, the golden rule, 
the Lord's prayer were a part and parcel 
of their faith and had been taught in 
their synagogues, almost word for word, 
for centuries. 


The new leader was no doubt a won- 


derful man. He was brilliant and elo- 
quent and could sway the multitudes, 
and may have been led, by the praises 
and admiration of the people, to listen 
to their entreaties and go to Jerusalem 
and be proclaimed -'King of the Jews." 
He went. He was received on the 
streets with ovations. 
Who was to 


be harmed by His coming ? 
Not the 


Jews. He had done nothing to hurt 
them. The truths He taught were the 
same they had believed for centuries. 
No, it was the Romans who feared this 
new idol of the people. 
To . them His 


coming to Jerusalem meant the wrest- 
ing of a power from their hands. 
If 


Jesus was proclaimed king, the Roman 
power was gone, and for this reason He 
was arrested, tried and executed. 
It 


was the Romans who did this, not the 
Jews. Would they receive Him with 
shouts, with hosanuahs and with rejoic- 
ing, and then six days after nail Him 
to a cross and cmcify Him ? 
Oh,' no ! 


This is unreasonable and bears the 
stamp of error on its face. It was the 
Romans who did this deed and not the 
Jews, who could in no wise bebonefitted 
by His death. 


The speaker then took up history, 


and showed by it that the form of the 
trial of Christ, and His manner of pun- 
ishment were not the methods used by 
the Jews. They were Roman methods 
entirely, and even if other arguments 
were Inckiog, to his mind, the cruci- 
fixion of Christ could not bo laid at the 
door of tho Jews. Ho advanced mauy 


before. 
The speaker did not accept 


these Old Testament miracles asproveu, 
neither could he accept the miracles of 
the 
New 
Testament. 
They 
were 


legends—nothing else—aud could not 
be true. 


Dr. Hirsh closed with an eloquent 


plea, in which he bought to remove from 
the minds of his hearers the thought 
that this foul crime could bo kid to 
even the ancestors of his people in those 
early times. 


For fifteen hundred years they had 


borne the stigma. They had been the 
by-words and derision of the world, 
scoffed at and denounced and persecuted 
and crucified, all because their ancestors 
were supposed to be the authors of a 
horrible crime. It was unjust. Even 
if true, why should the innocent de- 
scendants of this abused people be de- 
nounced and crucified for an act com. 
mitted 1877 years ago, and in which they 
had no part at all?

Ills Way to the United States 


Senate--*>hocs of the Rail. 


Here is hope for the aspiring young 


railroad man! 
Calvin S. Brice, the 


young millionaire and railroa 1 Napo- 
leon, has just been named as the nest 
United 
States senator from 
Ohio. 


Frank G. Cnrpetiter, a Washington cor- 
respondent, draws the following picture 
of his career: "He cuts a different fig- 
ure now than he did when L knew him 
there nine years ago. He was building 
the Ohio Central railroad, out of which 
he got his start in 1880, and he used to 
come around the Ohio state capitol with 
his pants in his boots, a rustic coat 
spattered with mud and a slouch hat 
pulled over his steel blue eyes. He 
worked with a will, and came up to Co- 
lumbus to scheme for millions with 
Charlie Foster, who was then governor. 
Ex-Congressman Laminson, of Lima, 
who has long been one of Brice's right 
hand men, tells me that Briee lost in 
the first instance on the Ohio Central, 
and when it was done he owed Charlie 
Foster 8115,000. 


"Foster and he had been engaged in 


railroad building before and Briee had 
cleared $60,000 out of the strip which 
runs from Fremont to Lima. 
He had 


put this into the Ohio Central with Fos- 
ter, and he had lost this as well as the 
amount above mentioned. Foster, how- 
ever, had confidence in him, and the 
result of the plottings was that they ran 
a branch from the Ohio Central into the 
great coal fields of the Sunday Creek 
valley. This branch paid so well that 
Briee was able to pay Foster the 8115, 
000 he owed him and to have $135,000 
left. It was after this that he origi- 
nated the Nickel Plate scheme, pushed 
it through and made, in connection 
with several others, about 813,000,000 
out of it. Since then ho has continued 
his railroad speculations, has lost some 
money and made more. 
He moved 


long ago from Ohio to New York, and 
he now owns a house there which cost 
him 8250,000. He is worth at least $5,- 
000,000, and is, I am told, getting richer 
every year. 
All of his prosperity has 


come within the past ten years, and a 
decade ago he was a red-whiskered, 
blue-eyed young lawyer of thirty odd 
years on the ragged edge of a country 
practice."
